Prosecution on the merits of this application is reopened on claim 20 considered 
unpatentable for the reasons indicated below: 

Claim 20 is met by Poma 4,012,915. Poma teaches a tube15 having a first end 
and a second end and further having a multiplicity of openings 23a. 

Claims 21-26 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
